The contract, which was secured ! 
through Mr. Friedman's son, Mr. Eli j 
B. Friedman, of Paris, who Is a stu- j 
dent at the State UAiverslty, callsjor 1 
fumtehing between 708 and 888) 
pairs of army shoes of a standard 
make and sizes, to be delivered at an 
early date, and to be paid for at a 
specified agreed price upon delivery 
of the gqpds to the Conunandant at 
the UniYersity. The letter author- 
izes Mr. Friedman and asstetants to 
start immediately taking msssnre- 
ments for the shoes. 

The contract was secured in com- 
petiticm with a number of Lexing- 
ton.

Dangerous Winter Disease. 

T^Tonehitis ts a winter diseas*^ 

which is said to be responsible for 
one-tenth to one-seventh of all ill- 



It causes an inflammation of the 

bronchial tubes with the production 
of jnnrus or phlegnn. The bronchi 
are the tubes which <ead from the 
4iafhaa teia lungs. The first part 
of the air tube is thd nose. This 
leads into the back of the mouth, 
called the pharynx. The next part of 
the tube, commonly called the wind- 
which conducts air from th-s 
in which the vocal cords are 
though the neck and into the chest 
at the root of the lungs. Here the 
trachea divides into two bronchi, 
one running ta aaA lung. .

"Raising early lambs is a brofiit- 
able business on any Eastern form. 
The lambs are finished and marketed 
early and the ewes are sheaied dur- 
ing April. At that season the fleece 
is in first-class condition and will 
command a good price in the wool 
market. The wool helps to pay for 
the cost of feed. And the manure is 
a rich fertilizer that is worth all the 
straw and roughage used to make it. 

"I consider it costs me ah6ut two 
cents a day to feed a sheep J because 
I raise all the rations and /oughage 
on the farm. Under my system of 
raising sheep, I buy the ewes at the 
stockyard in July, and the same ani- 
mals are conditioned for nuurket and 
sold the following March or April. 

"The cost of maintenance for 
about 275 days is $6. This year the 
vool averaged |2 an animal. The 
manure is a profit. Each lamb 
brought The fattened ewes al- 

ways average a profit of $7 a ewe 
for the 275 days on the farm, and 
the manure."

Miwt Do Three Things to 
Country. 



It was a warm evenina so Uncle 
Dan went out to aiawn seat under the 
spreading branches of the great tree 

that suggested the farm's name of Oak 

Hill. Blllie and Jimmle had been lay- 
ing for him, so Uncle Dan was cap* 
tured by the boys on short order.

The 
industrial trnininf; pi von there Is prob- 
ably the best to be found. The schools 
ns a whole, however, In my opinion, 
appeal to the head only, and never to 
the heart The aim and trend Is to 
make the individual blindly submis- 
sive to the Prussian plan of world do- 
minion; they teach that it is the des- 
tiny of Germany to rule the world, and 
that to the glory and advanee d Oer- 
many, in this plan, nil thlni^ must give 
way; that the kaiser as head of the 
state, can do no wrong If he carries 
forward the plan of world control. 
Some of the greatest teachers and 
preachm even defend and Justify her 
heartless crushing of Belgians and the 
many other atrocious crimes she has 
committed in this war. Thank God, 
our American education reaches both 
the head and the heart It U an edu- 
cation with a soul, and we must main- 
tain the high ideals we have fixed. In 
a word, in Germany, the people are 
taught that they exist for the govern- 
ment, while here the government ex- 
ists to serve the p^bj^d^ 

•'Just wait a minute.** Interrupted 
Blllie. Say that over again slowly, so 
I can write it down." 

Uncle Dan, smilingly, complied. 
BIlUe endalmed : '^ow, we will hand 
that nut out for OhH to crack. 
Carl, you know,** conAInued Blllie, 
"has a very smart father who keeps 
him posted on the German arguments. 
Carl said our government was only 
an experiment anyway; tiiat it would 
not last twenty years, and timt It 
niijrht burst up any old time. Jimmle 
asked blm If Germany was so mighty 
poo<i. why they did nst fo hack there 
to live." 

"Our government will go on forever, 
won't it. Uncle Dan?" 

"Now,** said Unde Dan, "you aw 
raising a big question, and one that 
has troubled me for years. Our gov- 
ernment is still in the experimental 
stage; in fact. It is the greatest ex- 
periment ever undertaken, and It po|»- 
olar government is to be successfnl, a 
few things must be done, otherwise, to 
paraphrase the great Lincoln, the gov- 
ernment of the people, by the people 
and for the people, will perish. It is 
my firm conviction,'* said Undo Dan, 
in a very Impressive nuinner, '*tflat If 
our country is to go on, as we hope 
and pray, we must very quickly do 
at least three things, and I will name 
them in the order of importance as it 
appears to me: 

"First adopt compulsory universal 
military training of all young men 
physically fit before thqr leach the 
age'of twenty years.

witti oorimtive bom, and If he Is not 
willing to do this, he should he sent 
back from whence he came." 

"That's the stuff," exclaimed Billie. 

"And, finally, enact such legislation 
as wm saake voting eoaipulsory. Pop- 
ular govemsMat is based upon the 
participation of all and the rule of 
the majority, and democracy cannot 
continue and be successful unless we 
live up to the spirit of the Institu- 
tion. 

"The first step, however. Is the pass- 
ing of the Chamberlain bill for univer- 
sal military training. If you will get 
the leading dtizen, and espedally the 
editor of .your paper, to write^pessonal 
letters to your fongrfssmsn tad both 
senators, urging their Sl^port It win 
help enormously. * 

"I see by the morning papers," said 
Uncle Dan, "that the Rotary clubs of 
the entire country, the llvest most efll- 
cient organizati<m to be found, have 
unanimously dedded to get back of 
the Chamberlain bill and give It loyal 
and enthusiastic support. They will 
work with the Universal Military 
Training league to accomplish this im> 
portant piece of legislation, which will 
do more than anything else to make us 
a real nation with a common view-- 
polnt bring us back to sane living, and 
teach us the patriotism of service.**^
